For a world more than ever in need of mutual 
understanding and cooperation, choral singing 
provides an inspirational model of the beauty and 
strength that partnership can generate. This 
evening’s special concert brings together two 

of the world’s outstanding choral organizations, 
each representing their respective sister cities of 
Busan and Los Angeles. 


Initially, a Korean choral tradition had grown up in 
the milieu of churches and educational institutions, 
starting near the end of the Joseon Dynasty in the 
late 19th century. Around the middle of the last 
century, non-church-related choirs began to sprout 
up with the arrival of independence from Japan. 


Established in 1972, the Busan Metropolitan Chorus 
(BMC) became the first dedicated municipal choir in 
the nation and helped initiate a wave of widespread 
enthusiasm for choral singing among all ages. In 
2002, the lively port city of Busan hosted the World 
Choir Games, the world’s largest international choir 
competition, and the latest edition of WCG just took 
place last month in the Korean city of Gangneung. 


The BMC has developed a global presence through 
extensive touring. For this collaboration with the 
Los Angeles Master Chorale, BMC Artistic Director 
Kisun Lee explains that he selected repertoire for 
his ensemble’s opening set to represent a Korean 
perspective on American as well as European tradition. 


Himself a graduate of the Juilliard School in the 
1980s, Kisun Lee begins with an homage to the 
great American composer William Schuman, who 
became Juilliard’s fourth president following the 
Second World War. Prelude for Voices originated as 
a piece for women’s chorus in 1936. Influenced by a 
drive during the war years to make his style more 
widely accessible, Schuman revised the score for 
mixed chorus in 1942. Neo-medieval lines, piquant 
harmonies, and mysterious whispering are part of 
the choral vocabulary he uses to set the incantatory 
prose-poem that opens Thomas Wolfe’s 1929 novel 
Look Homeward, Angel.

Eriks ESenvalds is a Latvian composer born in 1977 in 
what was then still part of the Soviet Union. Like his 
organ concerto Voice of the Ocean, which had its U.S. 
premiere in Walt Disney Concert Hall in May, Rivers 
of Light (2014) presents a soundscape inspired by 
Nature. ESenvalds compiled his own text from the 
writings of explorers and the legacy of Scandinavian 
Sami folk song to weave a choral tapestry reflecting 
the “symphony of light” and the “restless change” of 
the Northern Lights. 


ESenvalds’s arrangement of Amazing Grace for the 
Kameér Youth Choir in Riga subjects the inexhaustible 
melody, at each repetition, to unpredictable changes 
against a shifting harmonic palette. 


With a beautiful symmetry emblematic of the creative 
power of multicultural collaboration, the Korean 

and American traditions are made to intersect in 
various ways on our program. The LA Master Chorale 
responds to the BMC’s interpretation of American 
and European music by presenting the first piece 

we hear by a Korean composer: the highly sought- 
after Hyowon Woo (born in 1974 in Seoul). Cum 
sancto spiritu is the third and final movement of her 
choral work Gloria, which she wrote for Incheon City 
Chorale in 2002. The most Western-sounding part 

of the work, it reaches an exuberant close with an 
insistently joyful setting of the word “Amen.” 


The New Orleans-born Moses Hogan (1957-2003), 
an influential arranger, pianist, and conductor, adds 
poignancy to the church hymn Abide with Me; the 
consoling text is by Henry Francis Lyte, a 19th- 
century Scottish pastor who patiently accepted 

his impending premature death. Hogan’s 1999 
arrangement appeared on one of the LA Master 
Chorale’s first virtual programs during the pandemic 
and has become a signature of the ensemble. 


Grant Gershon, Kiki & David Gindler Artistic 
Director, includes a snapshot survey of the Master 
Chorale’s support of contemporary music through 
examples from each of the four composers who 
have had residencies over the past three decades, 
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beginning with Shawn Kirchner (b. 1970). A longtime 
tenor with the ensemble, Kirchner is an internationally 
performed choral composer and arranger who draws 
deeply on various American roots traditions, such 

as the Appalachian folk tune Bright Morning Stars. 

His 2005 arrangement was originally inspired by 

the passing of his mother. He sets each verse to a 
different vocal texture, expanding from solo to eight- 
part writing and eventually back to the solo voice, with 
a piano interlude midway through depicting the stars. 


Currently the LA Master Chorale’s Artist-in-Residence, 
Reena Esmail (born in 1978) was raised in Los Angeles in 
a diasporic Indian family and has become internationally 
recognized for her musically innovative expressions of 
multilayered cultural identities. She wrote TaReKiTa 
in 2016 for a choir comprising people experiencing 
homelessness in downtown LA. The syllables of the 
text imitate the sound of the Indian drum or tabla, and 
the singers are additionally invited to accompany their 
performance with symbolic hand gestures that may be 
familiar to practitioners of meditation or yoga. 


For the BMC’s second set, Hisun Lee has selected 
pieces to illustrate both Korean folk traditions 
and, as the choral arrangers, the young generation 
who have been among his students. The traditional 
nursery rhyme Cai// Toad Song (also known as 
Dookkubi), in this 2018 arrangement by the New 
York-based Korean composer Jinsil Lee, uses a 
deceptively simple tune about exchanging houses 
with a toad as a vehicle for political satire. 


The topic of Arirang and its settings is immense 

and central to Korean folk music—indeed, to Korean 
cultural identity. UNESCO added this folk song to 

its Representative List of the Intangible Cultural 
Heritage of Humanity twice. The simple format of the 
basic song, whose origin is unknown—the title may 
refer to one’s beloved or to homesickness evoked 

by a natural setting in the mountains—has invited 
countless improvisations and regional variants. We 
hear the setting associated with the northeastern 
Jungsun District, in a special arrangement by Hanseo 
Jin (born in 1980). Arirang has come to represent the 
untranslatable Korean concept of han, a multifaceted 
emotional state of sorrow, longing, and hope 
reflecting the nation’s historical legacy. 


A type of contemporary popular music is represented 
by Don’t Ever Forget, which the Korean singer and 
musician Choi Hyun-woo, who goes by the name 
Hareem (born in 1976), wrote in collaboration with 
Korean citizens to honor the veterans who fought 

in the Korean War. We hear a choral arrangement 
by Hojun Lee (born in 1972), who is on the faculty of 
California Arts University. 


Another former Composer-in-Residence with the 
LA Master Chorale, Eric Whitacre (born in 1970) is 
among the best-recognized figures in the Western 
choral scene. He composed Lux Aurumque (“Light 
and Gold”) in 2000 to frequent collaborator 
Charles Anthony Silvestri’s Latin translation of a 
contemporary English poem by Edward Esch. “A 
simple approach was essential,” Whitacre explains, 
“and | waited patiently for the tight harmonies to 
shimmer and glow.” 


One of the most frequently performed choral 
composers at work today, Morten Lauridsen (born 
in 1943) has a longstanding relationship with the LA 
Master Chorale. He produced one of his best-loved 
compositions, O Magnum Mysterium, while serving 
as Composer-in-Residence. With tremendous 
dynamic nuance, in Sure on This Shining Night 
(2005) Lauridsen sets a poem by the American 
author James Agee and pays tribute to the “long, 
elegant line” he admires from the golden age of 
Broadway songwriters. 


The Seoul-born Huijo Kim (1920-2001), one of 
Korea’s leading 20th-century composers, pioneered 
choral and band arrangements of Korean folk 
songs. The rhythmically exciting GyeongBokGung 
Tahryung recounts the story of one of the grandest 
palaces of the Joseon Dynasty, built in 1394 but left 
in ruins for centuries and then reconstructed. 


The long and colorful history of the American folk 
tune Shenandoah reaches back at least to the 

early 19th century. Initially, the lyrics involved fur 
traders along the Missouri River anda legendary 
chief of the Native American Oneida tribe. The lyrics 
have shifted over time to incorporate changing 
references, giving the tune an especially prominent 
presence during the Civil War period. It has taken on 
a life of its own in choral arrangements, particular in 
James Erb’s widely circulated version. 


Handel’s Hallelujah Chorus, the equivalent of the 
first movement of Beethoven’s Fifth Symphony 

in the choral repertoire, sounds so thrillingly 
conclusive on its own that it becomes easy to forget 
its original context as the finale to the second part 
of Messiah, with an entire third part of the oratorio 
Still to come. 


We return again to Shenandoah, now considered from 
a new angle. Its remarkable adaptability is reminiscent 
of the multiple manifestations in which Arirang can 
exist—including an inherent echo between the two 
melodies that allows them to overlap. What better 
conclusion to this concert celebrating the friendship 
between cultures than Hojun Lee’s arrangement of 
these immortal folk songs, intertwined as one?

KIKI & DAVID GINDLER ARTISTIC DIRECTOR 


Hailed for his adventurous and bold artistic 
leadership, Grant Gershon, Kiki & David Gindler 
Artistic Director, celebrated his 20th anniversary 
season in 2021-22 with the Los Angeles Master 
Chorale, which he has turned into the "finest-by-far 
major chorus in America.” (Los Angeles Times) 


Gershon, who elicits technically precise and 
expressive performances from musicians, is 
committed to increasing representation in the 
choral repertoire, and in 2020 he announced that 
the Chorale will reserve at least 50% of each season 
for works by composers from historically excluded 
groups in classical music. For his career-spanning 
leadership in the field of choral music, Gershon 
received Chorus America’s 2022 Korn Founders 
Award. Gershon was named Outstanding Alumnus 
of the USC Thornton School of Music in 2002 and 
received the USC Alumni Merit Award in 2017. 


In July 2019, Gershon and the Chorale opened 

the famed Salzburg Festival with Lagrime di San 
Pietro, directed by Peter Sellars. The Salzburg 
performances received standing ovations and 
rave reviews by such outlets as the Stiddeutsche 
Zeitung, which called Lagrime “painfully beautiful.” 
In 2022-23, Gershon will collaborate again with 
Sellars in the Chorale’s production of Music to 
Accompany a Departure. 


Gershon’s discography includes Grammy-winning 


Best Choral Performance for Mahler: Symphony No. 8, 


“Symphony Of A Thousand”, Grammy-nominated 
recordings of Sweeney Todd (New York Philharmonic 
Special Editions) and Ligeti’s Grand Macabre (Sony 
Classical), and commercial recordings with the 
Chorale that include Glass-Salonen (RCM), You Are 
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(Variations) (Nonesuch), Daniel Variations (Nonesuch), 
A Good Understanding (Decca), Miserere (Decca), 
and the national anthems (Cantaloupe Music). 

He has also led the Chorale in performances for 
several major motion pictures soundtracks, 
including, at the request of John Williams, Star 
Wars: The Last Jedi and The Rise of Skywalker. 


As resident conductor of LA Opera, Gershon 
conducted the West Coast premiere of Philip 
Glass’s Satyagraha in November 2018. He made 
his acclaimed debut with the company with 

La Traviata in 2009 and subsequently conducted 
/! Postino, Madama Butterfly, Carmen, Florencia 
en el Amazonas, Wonderful Town, The Tales of 
Hoffmann, and The Pearl! Fishers. |n 2017, he made 
his San Francisco Opera debut conducting the world 
premiere of John Adams’s Girls of the Golden 
West, directed by Peter Sellars, who also wrote the 
libretto, and made his Dutch National Opera debut 
with the same opera in March 2019. 


In New York, Gershon has appeared at Carnegie 
Hall and at the historic Trinity Wall Street, and he 
has performed on the Great Performers series 
at Lincoln Center and the Making Music series 

at Zankel Hall. Other major appearances include 
performances at the Ravinia, Aspen, Edinburgh, 
Helsinki, Salzburg, and Vienna festivals, the South 
American premiere of the LA Opera’s production 
of // Postino in Chile, and performances with the 
Baltimore Symphony and the Coro e Orchestra del 
Teatro Regio di Torino in Turin, Italy. He has worked 
closely with numerous conductors, including Claudio 
Abbado, Pierre Boulez, James Conlon, Gustavo 
Dudamel, Lorin Maazel, Zubin Mehta, Simon Rattle, 
and his mentor, Esa-Pekka Salonen.

Dr. Kisun Lee is a well-known conductor 
that thoroughly expresses each composers’ 
intention and the depth of music. Dr. Lee 
majored in choral conducting achieving both 
a bachelors and masters at the Juilliard 
School of Music, returning to Korea in 1988. 
Afterward, Dr. Lee worked as aprofessor at 
Chongsin University and as Music Director of 
the Sungnam Municipal Chorus. Dr. Lee then 
dedicated himself to training junior scholars 
as well as actively engaging in professional 
choirs in Korea. 


Dr. Lee had an interest not only in choral 
music but also in orchestral music, and 
conducted a number of domestic and 
international orchestras. In 2003, he studied 
abroad at the University of Arizona where 

he received a doctoral degree in orchestral 
conducting. After returning, Lee worked as 
Music Director of the Goyang Civic Choir and 
the Daegu City Choir. In December 2019, he

was appointed as the 10th Artistic Director of 
the Busan Metropolitan Chorus and elevated 
the Busan Metropolitan Chorus to the summit 
of culture in Korea. 


Dr. Lee programmed new music into the 
Chorus’ repertoire, which now represents 
at least one third of the program at every 
concert. Through the Modern Music Series, 
Dr. Lee introduced audiences to the essence 
of choral music as wellasa variety of large- 
Scale works such as Ralph Vaughan Williams’ 
Dona nobis pacem and William Walton’s 
Belshazzar’s Feast. 


Through his academic work and experience, 
Dr. Lee developed an exceptionally deep 
interpretation of compositions and the 
ability to draw sounds from musicians that 
are shimmery and profound. As aresult, 
audiences were drawn to his inspired 
expression of music. 
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The Los Angeles Master Chorale is the “the finest- 
by-far major chorus in America” (Los Angeles 
Times) that turns “precision into wonder” (The 
New Yorker). Hailed for its powerful performances, 
technical precision, and artistic daring, the Chorale 
is led by Grant Gershon, Kiki & David Gindler 
Artistic Director; Associate Artistic Director Jenny 
Wong; and President & CEO Jean Davidson. Its 
Swan Family Artist-in-Residence is Reena Esmail. 


Created by legendary conductor Roger Wagner in 
1964, the Chorale is a founding resident company 
of The Music Center and choir-in-residence at Walt 
Disney Concert Hall. The fully professional choir is 
a diverse and vocally dynamic group that reaches 
over 175,000 people a year through its concert 
series at Walt Disney Concert Hall, its international 
touring of innovative works, and its performances 
with the Los Angeles Philharmonic and others. 


In 2022, the Chorale won a Best Choral 
Performance Grammy for the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic’s Deutsche Grammophon recording 
of Mahler’s Symphony No. 8 (with the National 
Children's Chorus, Los Angeles Children’s Choir, 
and Pacific Chorale). Other recordings include 
The Sacred Veil by Eric Whitacre (Signum 
Records) and national anthems / the little 
match girl passion by David Lang (Cantaloupe 
Records). The Chorale is featured on the 
soundtracks of many major motion pictures, 
including Jungle Cruise, and the Star Wars 
films The Last Jedi and The Rise of Skywalker. 


Throughout 2018 and 2019, the Chorale 
toured its production of Lagrime di San 
Pietro; directed by Peter Sellars, it earned 
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rave reviews across the globe. SUddeutsche 
Zeitung called the 2019 Salzburg Festival 
performance “painfully beautiful,” while the 
Sydney Morning Herald praised Lagrime di San 
Pietro as “stunning...Their voices soared to 

the heavens.” After the Chorale performed in 
London, The Stage called Lagrime a “balm for 
the soul.” In the 2022-23 season, the Chorale 
will perform its second collaboration with 
Sellars, Music to Accompany a Departure. 


Committed to increasing representation in the 
choral repertoire, the Chorale announced in 
2020 that it will reserve at least 50% of each 
future season for works by composers from 
historically excluded groups. This commitment 
to inclusion runs through the entire organization, 
which recently ratified a five-year plan to 
improve representation at the staff and board 
levels, to build a more diverse roster of singers, 
and to reach a wider audience. 


The Chorale’s education programs include 
Voices Within residencies that encourage 
students to write and perform their own songs, 
and an expansive Oratorio Project for high 
school students. The Chorale also presents 

an annual High School Choir Festival, which 
brings teenagers from around the Southland to 
perform in Walt Disney Concert Hall. In May 2019, 
the High School Choir Festival celebrated 30 
years as one of the longest-running and widest- 
reaching arts education programs in Southern 
California. The Chorale returned to Grand Park 
last July for the first time in three years to host 
Big Sing 2022, the cherished group-sing event 
enjoyed from people throughout Los Angeles.

The singers of the Los Angeles Master Chorale are represented by the American Guild of Musical Artists, AFL-CIO, 
James Hayden, AGMA Delegate. 
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The Busan Metropolitan Chorus was established 
in 1972 with the objective to provide Busan 
citizens cultural opportunities to enjoy high- 
quality performances. So far, we’ve performed 
190 regular concerts and 650 visiting/touring 
concerts. Through outreach performances, 
the Busan Metropolitan Chorus became an 
organization beloved by many audiences with 
its repertoire of a variety of choral music. 
Additionally, some time ago an opportunity 

for the city choir from Korea had held a 
performance overseas that introduced choral 
music from Busan. 


In addition, in January of 2009, Justus Frantz, 

a well-known conductor and also known as 

the Bernstein of Germany, invited the Busan 
Metropolitan Chorus to perform New Year’s 
concerts hosted by the Germany Federation 
Philharmonic in Berlin, Frankfurt, Stuttgart, 
and Munich. At every concert, they received 
ardent ovations from more than 2,000 audience 
members and delivered the pure wonder of 
flawless music to the locals. The Choir also was 
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highly acclaimed by making a lasting impression 
by promoting an awareness of nostalgia. 


In 2012, the Busan Metropolitan Chorus was 
invited to three Eastern European countries 
(Rumania, Austria, and Hungary) to perform 
on their National Day to celebrate the 40th 
anniversary of the choir. In 2016 and 2017, the 
choir increased their reputation by having 
opening and closing performances at the 
Russia and Eurasia Expedition which displayed 
the culture and arts of Busan. In 2018, they 
performed at the opening ceremony in 

Harbin, China because it was selected as the 
best cultural city in East Asia. In 2021, their 
distinctive musicality was highlighted by having 
a concert called Be/shazzar’s Feast by British 
composer William Walton. 


As the first city choir established in Korea, the 
Busan Metropolitan Chorus celebrated their 
50th anniversary in 2022. They have leapt 
forward from Busan to the entire world with 
exquisite and delicate harmony.
